Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  Argues 
Against  Consultation  of  Do- 
minions —  Provincial  Pre- 
miers at  Coronation.

LONDON,  June  1. — The  imperial  con- 
ference today  debated  the  motion  intro- 
duced by  Hon.  Andrew  B'lsher,  |)remler 
of  Australia,  regretting  that  the  Over- 
seas Dominions  had  not  been  consulted 
with  reference  to  the  ••Declaration  of 
London,"  the  agrreement  covering  prizes 
in  naval  warfare  which  was  adopted  at 
the  conference  of  the  chief  naval  powers 
two  years  ago. 

Sir  Edward  Grey  promised  that  they 
should  be  consulted  before  the  next 
Hague  conference,  and  pointed  out  that 
the  refusal  to  agree  to  the  ratification 
of  the  declaration  would  oe  a  great 
blow  to  the  cau«n  of  arbitration. 

Sir  WUfrid  Laurier  thoupht  that  the 
claim  that  the  dominions  .should  be  con- 
sulted on  treaties  negotiated  by  the  im- 
perial government  was  unJUatiSed,  anil 
said  that  the  arbitration  treaty  witli 
the  United  States  might  not  be  carried 
through  if  the  declaration  was  not  rati- 
fied. He  added  that  the  fact  of  the 
colonies  being  consulted  regarding  ques- 
tions of  war  would  place  them  in  the 
position  of  being  forced  to  aid  in  im- 
perial wars.. 

The  Irish  party  gSviB  a  dinner  to  tJie 
colonial  premier.^  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons tonight.  In  accordance  with  the 
custom,  there  were  no  toasts  njr 
speeches.

The  fears  that  they  might"  be 
overshadowed  by  the  presence  hnre  of 
the  m^niRte^.^  from  the  various  federal 
governments  are  proving  unfounded. 
There  will  be  seven  provincial  premiers 
in  Westminster  Abbey  at  the  coronation, 
for  by  that  time  Mr.  Roblin,  Sir  Lomer 
Gouln  and  Sir  James  Whitney  will  also 
be  het-e. 

Messrs.' McBrlde,  Sifton  aTyi  Scott 
were  among  the  leading  guests  with  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurier  and  Hon.  L.  P.  Brodcur 
at  the  brilliant  Canada  Club  banquet 
last  night.

SAN  FRANCISCO,  June  1.— Nine  hun- 
dred tins  of  opium,  aggregating  $27,000 
Ir  value,  were  seized  by  United  States 
customs  officials  on  the  Japanese  liner 
America  Maru,  a  few  minutes  after  the 
vessel  passed  quarantine  here  today. 
This  is  the  largest  seizure  made  in  San 
Frfinclsco  In  many  years.  The  officials 
acted  on  telegraphic  Information  sent 
from  Washington  by  J.  W.  WllKle.  head 
of  the  federal  secret  service,  and  su- 
perintendent of  special  treasury  agents. 

The  drug  was  found  in  the  forespeali 
watertank.  It  was  in  nine  metal  cylin- 
ders, each  containing  100  five-tael  tins. 
At  the  top  of  each  cylinder  was  a  flota- 
tion device  indicating  tlie  intention  of 
the  smugglers  to  throw  the  tins  over- 
board, and  each  had  two  handles,  to 
which   tow   ropes  might   have  been   HeU.

SEATTLE,  June  1. — Clarence  J.  Ger- 
ald, prominent  saloon  and  cafe  proprie- 
tor, and  chief  political  adviser  of  former 
Mayor  Hiram  C.  Gill,  took  the  stand 
today  and  told  of  payments  of  graft  to 
Former  Chief  of  Police  Charles  W. 
Wappenstein,  who  Is  on  trial  for  ac- 
cepting bribes  from  Gerald  and  Gideon 
Tupper  for  permitting  them  to  operate 
the  Midway  and  Paris  crlbhouses  In  the 
old  Klgg  street  vice  district.  Gerald 
testified  that  payments  to  Wappenstein 
had  run  from  $600  to  $800  a  month. 
Gerald  said  he  began  by  keeping  books 
in  whicli  these  payments  appeared  as 
"expenses"  but  that  he  destroyed  these 
books  wlien  the  council  graft  investi- 
gating committee  assembled  last  win- 
ter. 

Gerald  said  that  soon  after  the  Mid- 
way house  was  opened  Tupper  came  to 
him  and  said  that  they  would  have  to 
.crlve  up  $10  a  month  for  each  girl  to 
the  chief  of  police.  Gerald  said  that  he 
had  replied  that  this  was  a  good  deal, 
but  that  it  could   not  be  helped. 

Gerald  related  a  conversation  he  hml 
with  Wappenstein  shortly  after  the  lat- 
ter's  appointment  as  chief  of  police,  but 
Ijefore  he  had  qualified.  In  this  con- 
versation Gerald  said:  "I  understand 
thoy  are  going  to  open  up  the  line."

MELBOURNE,  June  1 — The  high 
court  of  Australia  has  by  a  decision 
upheld  tho  validity  of  the  federal  land 
tax  which  has  been  the  subject  of 
much  controversy  In  political  circles 
since  It  was  passed  Into  law.

Just  what  it  coBts  the  Royal  Jubilee 
hospital  to  care  for  indigent  patients 
from  the  city  was  the  question  which 
several  members  of  the  city  council 
discussed  yesterday  afternoon  with  a 
number  of  the  directors  of  the  hospital. 
It  was  shown  that  the  actual  cost  of 
treating  patients  in  the  hospital  is 
11.92  per  diem,  but  this  amount  in- 
cludes all  patients  whether  treated  in 
the  public  ward  or  in  the  private  or 
scmi-privatB  wards.  Mayor  Morlcy 
urged  that  the  city  should  only  pay  for 
those  patients  who  are  actually  in- 
digent and  are  sent  by  the  city  'or 
treatment.  He  objected  to  the  city  le- 
Ing  called  upon  to  pay  an  amount  wh.  ;' 
is  the  average  of  all  patients  Irrespeo-  I 
tlve  of  whether  they  are  public  patients  ' 
or  private.  The  upshot  of  the  discus- 
sion was  the  decision  arrived  at  that 
the  city  should  pay  J1.50  per  diem  for 
each  city  free  patient  admitted  by  the 
medical  health  officer  and  for  each  emer- 
gency patient,  and  the  city  free  patients, 
(except  the  emergency  cases)  to  be  ad- 
mitted and  discharged  only  on  the  order 
of  the  medical  health  otficer,  emergency 
cases  to  be  reported  by  the  medical 
health  officer  to  the  hospital  authorities 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Bate    7er  'Patient. 

The  conference  was  held  following 
a  recommendation  recently  made  by  the 
medical  health  officer.  Dr.  G.  A.  B.  Hall, 
to  the  city  council,  advocating  that  In- 
stead of  the  lump  sum  paid  to  the  hos- 
pital by  the  city,  a  rate  per  patient 
should  be  met,  and  that  only  those 
patients  certified  to  by  the  city  official 
should   be  admitted  for  treatment. 

Among  the  directors  of  the  hospital 
nt  yesterday's  meeting  were  the  follow- 
ing: Mr.  D.  E.  Campbell,  president  of 
the  hospital  board;  Messrs.  Harold  Rob- 
ertson, F.  W.  Vincent.  J.  \V.  Bolden, 
C.  8,  Baxter,  Simon  Leiser,  H.  Dallas 
Helmcken,  R.  S.  Day  and  J.  A.  Mara. 
It  was  pointed  out  by  Alderman  Okell, 
chairman  of  the  civic  commiitee  on 
health  and  morals,  that  it  Is  costing 
the  hospital  about  $1  per  day  for  the 
treatment  of  the  city's  indigent  pa- 
tients. The  provincial  government  gives 
at  a  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  patient.  In 
Vancouver  it  costs  the  city  about  forty- 
nine  cents  per  day. 

Dr.  Fraser  claimed  that  the  cost  to 
the  local  hospital  is  about  J1.92  per 
day  per  patient,  while  the  grant  made 
by  the  city  last  y^ar  was  atiout  elghty- 
'eight  cents  per  patient.  He  believed 
the  city's  proposition  to  pay  for  Its 
patients  what  It  cost  to  treat  them 
would  be  better  for  the  hospital.  The 
rate  of  fl  is  the  minimum  daily  cost, 
but  when  all  expenditures  are  taken 
Into  consldera'lon  on  the  dally  average 
is  materially  higher. 

CUy'»  Bxtra  Aid. 
Mayor  Morley  and  Alderman  Qleason 
were  not  averse  to  the  city  giving  the 
hospital  possible  financlnl  assistance, 
but  only  the  actual  cost  of  treatment  of 
city  indigent  cases  should  be  charged. 
What  extra  aid  the  city  desires  to  give 
was  a  matter  to  be  determined  by  the 
city. 

Alderman  H.  M.  Fullerton  urged  that 
the  city  should  not  treat  the  hospital 
In  any  niggardly  fa.shion  but  should  rec- 
ognize  the  good  work   being  done. 

Mr.    Helmcken    declared    that    for    the  I 
first  time  In  twenty  years  the  directors 
of  the  hospital  had  had  an  opportunity 
of  meeting  with   the  council.     It  would  | 
be  a  serious  matter  if  the  income  of  the  i 
hospital   wore  lessened   and    'ae  felt   that  ] 
the  city  should  not  insist  on  a  pro  rata  i 
grant    but    furnish    Its    nssl'^taiioj    In    ai 
lump   sum.      The   directors   of    the   hos-  ; 
pital    would    see    to    It    that    no    funds 
arc    wasted. 

After  some  consld-.-r.xUon  in  i)rlvat€ 
the  directors  reported  to  the  city  coun- 
cil its  conclusion  that,  as  above  stated, 
the  rate  of  51-50  per  yiilieiit  per  (Ih.v 
.should  be  charged  and  thl.«!  recommen- 
dation met  with  approval  of  those  coun- 
cil members  present.  The  recommeJidu- 
tlon  win  come  before  the  city  council 
in  formal  session  at  Friday  nlglrJs 
meeting  when  it  will  doubtless  be 
adopted.

A 
concise  explanation  of  the  competition 
and  its  meaning  may  be  taken  from  a 
letter  addressed  hy  Dr.  P.oblnaon,  Sup- 
erintendent of  Education,  to  the  Col- 
onist on  the  3rd  March,  two  years  ago. 
The  Kuperlntendont  quoted  tlni.s  from 
the  communication  of  the  Imperial  Or- 
der: 

"I  am  instructed  to  Inform  you  that 
it  is  tlic  Intention  of  tlie  Imperial  Order

Easily  the  principal  man  in  the  Brit- 
ish Bmplre  at  the  present  t<me,  next  of 
course  to  His  Majest:^  the  King,  Is  Mr. 
Asqulth,  Prime  Minister.  He  Is  at  the 
head  of  British  affairs  at  the  most 
critical  period  tliat  has  arisen  In  the 
history  of  th«  country  during  the  last 
two  centuries.  It  Is  not  necessary  for 
one  to  agree  with  his  policies  before 
admitting  this.  His  position  derives  its 
importance  because  he  is  leader  of  the 
ruling  party  at  the  time  when  great 
movements  are  culminating.  These 
movements  are  four  In  number:  That 
towards  complete  democracy;  that  to- 
wards social  reform,  that  towards  Home 
Rule  for  Ireland  and  that  towards  Im- 
perial unification.  Mr.  Asqulth  created 
non«  of  these  Issues;  It  has  simply  hap- 
pened that  In  the  order  of  events  he 
Is  at  the  head  of  affairs  when  these 
questions  are  pressing  for  solution.  It 
l.•^  therefore  interesting  to  inquire  what 
manner  of  man  '.le  is  upon  whom  such 
tremendous  responsibilities  have  been 
cast. 

Herbert  Henry  Asqultli  will  be  flfty- 
nlne  nnxt  September.  He  comes  of  good 
fantUy,  thouj^h  not  a  wealthy  one.  Ho 
had  the  .idvantages  of  a  university  edu- 
cation. Oxford  oelng  hib  Alma  Mater. 
H«  .na.  le  an  admitable  record  there, 
and  wis  recognised  In  early  life  as  a 
man  ai.il. n*;'l  Io  a  hls5i  place  In  the 
affairs  of  his  country.  Mr.  Gladstone 
made  his  acqualrtamre  and  was  attract- 
ed to  him.  He  found  a  place  for  him 
in  his  cabinet.  In  which  he  took  charge 
of  the  Home  Offlce  In  1892.  In  tho  early 
part  of  his  professional  career,  Mr. 
Asqulth  had  rather  a  hard  time  of  it, 
but  he  exhibited  his  confidence  In  his 
own  future  by  taking  to  himself  a  wife 
before  many  briefs  began  to  come  in. 
He  made  his  great  hit  at  the  Bar.  when 
he  cross-examined  the  manager  of  the 
London  Times  in  the  Parnell  trial.  His 
first  wife  only  lived  a  short  time,  and 
Mr.  Asqulth  re-married  hio  second 
choice  being  Miss  Emma  Alice  Margaret 
Tennant.  usually  spoken  of  as  "Margot 
Tennant."  who  has  the  reputation  of 
being  one  of  the  most  brilliant  wo- 
men In  England.  Mr.  Asqulth  was  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  In  the  Camp- 
bell-Bannerman  administration. 

Such  Is  a  brief  sketch  of  the  career 
of  the  man  who  is  now  First  Minister 
to  His  Majesty,  and  as  such  occupies 
the  first  place  In  the  reaim  open  to 
a  subject,  that  Is  first  In  point  of  In- 
fluence. But  what  people  w^lU  be  most 
Interested  In  Is  his  character.  He  is 
a  man  of  resolute  determination,  but 
seems  a  stranger  to  enthusiasm,  if  one 
may  Judge  from  his  speeches.  These 
are  remarkably  clear-cut  and  always  go 
straight  to  the  point.  He  does  not  appear 
to  concern  himself  in  the  least  wltn  the 
flowers  of  oratory,  and  yet  he  Is  a  good 
speaker.  He  Impresses  his  hearers  by 
the  force. Of  his  logic  rather  than  by 
appeals  to  their  passions  or  imagina- 
tions. He  eees  his  goal  ahead  and  steers 
straight  for  it,  relying  solelj  upon  his 
intellectual  force.  Ho  Is  universally  i-es- 
pected  for  his  great  ability,   and   those

DUBLIN.  June  1. — In  a  special  art* 
icle  on  "The  Absurd  Cry  of  Irish  Dis- 
loyalty," Mr.  John  E.  Redmond  says: 
Perhaps  the  most  dishonest  and  ridicu- 
lous of  all  objections  to  Home  Rule  la 
the  cry  of  Irish  disloyalty.  The  argu- 
ment Is  thttl  the  Irish  people  are  by  in- 
stinct, by  nature,  "a  disloyal"  race,  itnd, 
therefore,  not  to  be  trusted  with  the 
rights  of  free  citizens.  Immediatt^ly 
the  argumeiit  la  stated,  it  Is  ween  that 
it  bears  Us  refutation  on  It  face. 

Are  the  Irish  in  Australia  "disloyal"? 
Are  the  Irish  In  Canada  "disloyal"?  On 
the  contrary,  they  are  admittedly  loyal 
and  law-abldins  citizens,  and  have  pro- 
vided from  their  ranks  .some  of  the 
ablest  and  rno.st  dl.stln«-ulHhed  governor.s 
and  statesmen  throughout  the  self-KOV- 
ernlng  dominions  of  the  crown.  Gavan 
Duffy,  "disloyal"  .and  a  rebel  almost 
with  a  price  upon  his  head  In  Ireland, 
was  Identically  the  same  man  as  Sir 
Charles  Qavan  Duffy,  one  of  the  ablest 
and  most  loyal  statesmen  and  mlnls- 
t<rR   of    the   crown    In    Australia. 

It  is  not,  thprefore,  instinct  or  nature 
that  makes  the  Irishman  ivliat  Is  called 
"disloyal."  Ha  is  loyal  everywhere 
throughout  the  world  except  In  his  own 
land.  There  he  Is  declared  to  be  "dis- 
loyal," and  there  and  there  alone  he  Is 
not  to  be  trusted  with  the  right  of  ffov- 
ernmK  himself  in  his  own  purely  local 
affairs. 

How  iH  this  phenomenon  to  bo  ex- 
plained? What  exactly  does  "loyaUy" 
mean?  Men  are  loyal  to  their  mother- 
land, to  a  free  constitution,  to  a  kov- 
ernment  which  protects  their  Industry, 
their  properly,  and  their  lives,  and  safc- 
Kuards  their  liberty,  in  a  monarchy 
which  Is  the  guarantee  of  such  a  constl- 
....!.....  n^A  •-ov»rnrn^n *. ,  ^^*y  'o  p.  wov^r- 
cign  who.  In  his  own  p'T.son,  Is  Its  head 
iind   rcpresentattive. 

That,  I  take  It,  is  a  modrrate  and  fair 
definition  of  what  KngUshmen  under- 
stand by  loyalty.  Where  the  conditions 
do  not  e.xl.st,  there  must  necessarily  bp 
a  natiorial  atmosphere  in  which  true 
1,  yalty  cannot  draw  the  breath  of  llf"- 
Henry  Grattan,  whose  personal  loyal- 
ty and  ImpcTlalistlo  principles  no  one 
ever  doubted,  said.  In  answer  to  the 
charge   of   Irish    "disloyalty";— 

"The  cry  of  loyalty  will  not  long  con- 
tinue against  the  principles  of  liberty, 
loyalty  Is  a  noble,  a  Judicious,  and  a  ca- 
puclous  principle.  But  in  these  coun- 
tries, loyaUy,  distinct  from  liberty,  iR 
I  coftiptlon.   and  not  loyalty." 

Lord  Roscbery.  shortly  after  his 
apostasy  on  the  Home  Rule  cause,  stat- 
ed, In  a  s;)eecb  In  Liverpool,  that  "if 
Ireland  were  loyal,  I  would  gladly  give 
her  the  prlvilege.^t  of  the  other  self- 
governlngr   Colonies." 

I  do  not  pause  to  point  out  that  Ire- 
land was  no  more  loyal  when  Lord 
HosBbory  supi>orted  the  Home  Rule  bills 
of  1886  and  1833  than  when  he  abandon- 
ed  Home  Rule.

a  free  oonBtltutlon,  she 
will  be  loyal.  In  the  heat  sense  of  the 
word,    tomorrow. 

Do  Englishmen  remember  what  Ire- 
land has  actually  suffered  In  the  past 
from  her  loyalty  to  the  British  throne 
and  sovereigns? 

In  the  .reign  of  James  I.  the  Irish 
frankly  and  fully  submitted  to  the 
Gaelic  King,  who  has  come  to  the  Eng- 
lish crown.  How  were  they  rewarded? 
By  persecution,  proscription  and 
wholesale  plunder.  Yet  Ireland  re- 
mained loyal  to  the  sovereignty  so  es- 
tablished. 

His  son  came  to  the  throne.  Disaf- 
fection broke  out  in  England  and  Scot- 
iund.  Charles  was  driven  from  the 
throne  and  beheaded  In  Whitehall.  Did 
Ireland  rebel?  Were  Irishmen  "dis- 
loyal"? No,  they  took  the  field  for 
the  king,  and,  as  a  result,  they  were 
given  over  to  slaughter  and  plunder. 
They  were  beggared  and.  proscribe^ 
fur  their  "loyalty." 

Later  on,  another  James  succeeded 
to  the  throne.  Again  the  English  peo- 
ple rebelled,  and  drove  their  king  from 
the  throne;  and  Ireland,  once  more, 
stood  loyal,  nnd  once  more  paid  the 
penalty  of  her  loyalty  by  suffering 
confiscation   and   pfirsecutlon. 

When,  in  1782,  the  freedom  and  in- 
dependence of  the  Irish  parliament 
were  established.  Ireland,  which  imme- 
diately before  was  in  almost  open  re- 
volt, at  once  became  loyal.  The  first 
act  of  that  emancipated  parliament 
■was,  in  proof  of  that  loyalty,  to  vote, 
on  the  motion  of  Grattan,  a  sum  of 
$500,000  to  raise  and  equip  20.000  Iri.sh 
seamen  for  the  dpfence  of  the  Empire. 
Lord  Rosebery,  in  1887,  alluding  to 
this  fact,  said: 

"One  merit  of  the  Irish  parliament 
(of  Grattan)  was  this:  that  in  the  lime 
of  war  It  wa.s  the  staunch  ally  of  the

and   not  a   source  of   weakness." 

Did  Lord  Rosebery  not  perceive  that 
Ireland  then  was  loyal  because  Ireland 
was  free?  And  Ireland  would  have  re- 
mained loyal,  and  the  wrongs  ond 
miseries  of  the  past  century  would 
never  have  been  suffered.  If  England 
had  left  Ireland  and  her  parlianienl 
alone  to  work  out  their  own  salvation. 
Again,  in  O'Conncll'-s  time.  Troland 
strove  to  be  loyal,  nnd  to  gain  some- 
thing to  be  loyal  to.  OTonnell  him- 
self was  exuberant  In  his  profession.s 
of  loyalty  to  tbe  young  Queen  Victoria, 
and  the  national  movement,  which 
Engliahmcn  regarded  fa  "dtsloya 
merely  an  agitation  to 
simple  rlglits 
which    Inyalty

must  be  little  more  than  hypocrisy. 

So,  again,  when  Mr.  Isaac  Butt  start- 
ed tlie  Home  Rule  movement,  the  char- 
ter toast  of  the  national  party  wm: 
"The  Queen,  Lords  and  Commons  of 
Ireland." 

The.  Irish  people  hRve  alwnvK  been 
disposed  by  nature  and  by  Instinct  to 
loyalty  If  only  they  had  somethlnr 
given    them    to    be     loyal     to.     When,  j 


Home  Rule  bill  of  1886  Mr.  John  Mor 
ley  and  Ix)rd  RJpon  visited  Ireland,  the 
loyal  toasts  were  honored  In  Dublin, 
and  all  through  the  country  the  na- 
tionalist bands  were  set  to  work  to 
learn  how  to  play  "God  Save  the 
Queen." 

The   position    of  Ireland     today      on 
this  question  of  loyalty  Is  simple  and 
unimpeachable.     We   point   to   Canada. 
We  say,' "Canada  was  'disloyal.'      She 
got  Home  Rule.     She  Is  loyal  today." 
We  point    to   Australia,   and   we   draw 
the   same   lesson.     We   point   to   South 
Africa,  and  there,  again,  we  find  loyal- 
ty   was   the    conse(iuence   and    not   the 
cause  of  self-government.     Lord  Rose- 
bery says  that  if  Ireland  were  loyal,  he 
■would   give   her  Home   Rule.     We   an- 
swer,   "Give   her   Home   Rule,    and   we 
will    be   as    loyal    as    Home    Rule,    and 
Home  Rule  alone  has     made     Canada, 
Australia  aiid  South  AiajCS.. 
^  Today  Ireland  is  full  of  hope.       She 
believes    that    the    resluratlon    of    her 
parliament   is   at   hand   and    that    that 
event    will    remove,    once    and    for    all, 
her   cause  of   difference   with  England 
and  the  Empire.     She  wants  an  end  of 
thl.s  hateful  Eng!!.-,h  and  Irish  war.  She 
is  anxious,  even  eager,  for  peace.  Peace 
will    menn,   for   the     first      time,     real 
union   of   the  Empire,   and   the  la-sting 
frienjshlp    and    loyalty    of     the     Irish 
people.     But  these  results  must  follow, 
they   cannot   precede     the     treaty     of 
peace.     So    it    was    in    Canada.     So    It 
was  in  South  Africa.     So  it  must  lie  In 
IrolaYid.     If   the  fears,  similar  to  thoKc 
about  Irish   "disloyalty"    in    the   future, 
had  liocn  allowed  to  prevail  against  the 
concession    of   Home   Rule   to   Canada, 
Australia   and   South   Africa,   all   these 
possessions  of  the  crown  wouUl,  by  this 
time,  be  Independent  republics,  like  the 
American  colonies.       '\a 

I  do  not  want  to  deal  with  thos" 
who  arrogate  to  themselves  the  title 
of  the  "loyal  minority"  in  Ireland,  be-, 
cause  I  do  not  want  to  Inflame  passion. 
It  Is  sufficient  for  me  to  point  to  recent 
utterances  whereby  it  Is  made  (luile. 
clear  that  the  "loyalty"  of  these  gentle- 
men is  strictly  conditional  upon  the 
maintenance  of  a  system  of  govern- 
ment whereby  they— about  one  sixth 
or  less  of  the  population — have  a  prac- 
tical monopolv  of  ail  power,  place  and 
emolument  In  tho  government  of  Ire- 
land. Interfere  with  that,  and  "loyal- 
ty" moans  the  enroltnent  of  "200,000 
armed  men"  to  resl.st  the  law.  The 
threats  of  the  "loyal  minority"  in  Can- 
j  ada  came  to  nothing.  ;\nd  Home  Rule

According   to   advices    from    Washing- 
ton    such  good  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  fur  seal  conference  between  Can- 
ada  and    the    United    States,    Japan    and 
Russia,    which   seeks    to   establish   a   fif- 
teen year  close  season  for  pelagic  seal- 
ing  in   the   North  Pacific,   that  only   the 
question  of  the  amount  of  compensation 
remains    to    be    settled.      The    principle 
has   been  accepted   that   Russia  and  the 
United   States  are  to  compensate  Japan 
and   Canada  for   the  loss  consequent  on 
being  deprived  of  open  sea  sealing   dur- 
ing   the   close   season.      It    has    been   al- 
ready   agreed    between    Canada   and    the 
United    States,    that    If    the    four-party 
agreement  is  reached,  the  United  States 
will   allow   Canada   one   fifth   of   the  an- 
nual   catch    on    the      Pribiloff      Islands. 
Russia's  seal  rookeries  are  on  the  Com- 
Hiander   Islands  and  Japan's,  on  Kobben 
Island.      The    compensation    to    come    to 
Canada    will    go    in    part    to   the   sealers 
or    victoria   for    tUo   loss   they  will   sus- 
tain in   being  deprived   of   pelagic  seal- 
ing  for    the   time   being.     They    will   be 
compensated    by    the      Ottawa     Govern- 
ment. 

Japanese  representatives  insisted  up- 
on the  Indemnification  of  the  pelagic 
sealers  of  Japan  for  loss  of  their  in- 
dustry before  entering  Into  an  agree- 
ment for  the  proposed  indefinite  closed 
season  and  the  United  States  was  op- 
posed to  this.  It  was  arranged  that 
P.ussla  should  compensate  the  Japan- 
ese. , 

The  local  sealers  are  anxiously  await- 
ing news  regarding  the  result  of  the 
Washington  Conference.  There  are  four 
sealers  at  sea  all  engaged  on  otter- 
hunting  cruises  pending  the  opening  of

Some    important    changes    are      to     bo 
made   In    the   shipping  laws   as   a  result 
of    the    counventlon    signed    recently    at 
Brussels,    especially     with       regard       to 
salvage.     1  will  be  provided  that  no  re- 
muneration is  to  be  due  If  the  services 
rendered   have   no   beneficial    result,   and 
that   the   eum   to   be    paid   shall   not   ex- 
ceed   the    value   of    the   property   salved. 
In   the   convention   Article     3     provides 
that   persons    who   take   part   In   salvage 
operations    notwithstanding    an    express 
and    reasonable   prohibition    on    the   part 
of  the   vessel   to     w:htch     the     services 
were    rendered    shall    have    no    right    to 
remuneration,    while    Article    4    put    out  ] 
of  court   a   tug   which   has   been   towing 
the   vessel  concerned — except   where  she 
"has       rendered       exceptional       services 
which   cannot   be   considered   as   render- 
ed in  fulfilment  of  the  contract  of  tow- 
age."      This    latter    rule,    excellent,     so 
far  as  U  goes,  is  staircel*  clear  enough 
to   put   an   entire   end   to   that   class   of 
action  wherein  a  tug  whlcSi  has  got  her 
tow    Into   difficulties,   claims   compensa- 
tion   for    subsequently    extricating    her 
from  them. 

Article    5    renders    remuneration    due 
In  cases  where  the  salvor  and  the  salv- 
ed  are   under   the  same  ownership,   and 
thus  clears  away  a  difficulty  which  has 
hitherto  existed.     Under  British  law   a-    . 
owner  of  a   salving  vessel  cannot  claln. 
salvage  for  services  rendered  to  his  own 
property,  but  complications  have  arisen 
with    regard    to    the    cargo    of    the    ship 
which   has  been   salved.    Apparently,   the 
convention  will   put  matters   straight  in 
this  respect.     Article  6  merely  provides 
that,  failing  an  agreement  between  the 
parties    concerns^,    the    amount    of    re- 
muneration  is  to  be  fixed   by  the  court, 
and    that    the    apportionment    amongst 
owner,   master,   and  other  persons  shall 
be  determined  by  the  law  of  the  salving 
vessel's    flag.     Article    7    deals    with    a 
condition  whlcOi  has  always  been  one  of 
difficulty.     "Evfery  agreement  as  to  as- 
sistance or   salvage   entered   into   at   the 
moment    and    under    the      influence      of 
danger  may,"  it  says,  "at  the  request  of 
cither  party,  be  annulled  or  modified  by 
the   court    If   It   considers   that    the   con- 
ditions   agreed    upon    are    not    eciuitable.  J 
In  all   cases,  when  it  is  proved  that  the 
consent  of  one  of  the  parties  Is  vitiat- 
ed   by    fraud    or    concealment,    or    when 
the    remuneration    is.    In    proportion    to 
the    services    rendered,    in    an    excessive 
degree    too    large    or    too      small,      the 
agreement    may    be   annulled    or    modi- 
fied by   the  court  at  the  request  of  the 
party  affected." 

The  Interpretation  of  this  clause  will, 
of  course,  depend  largely  upon  the  In- 
dividual Judge.  Inequitable  a'greemonts 
h3.vc  always  been  liab!'!>  to  b,»  set  aside, 
but  a  sum  which  would  be  regarded  a^ 
"excessive"  hy  onejudpe  mijjfht  be  look- 
ed upon  by  another  as  perfectly  rea.<son- 
able.  Therefore  Article  7  of  the  con- 
vention does  not  make  matters  much 
clearer   than   they  have   hitherto  been. 

Article  8  sets  forth  In  detail  tho  vari- 
ous .considerations  which  go  toward.s 
the  fixation  of  a  salvage  award,  such, 
fo.'  e-famplc,  as  the  measure  of  success 
obtained,  the  efforts  and  deserts  of  the 
.saviors,  tho  danger  run  hy  the  salved 
vessel  and  hy  tlie  salvorp,  the  time  ex- 
pended, losses  suffered,  y»1"<'s  o^  ^''*' 
vessels  concerned,  and  so  on. 

In  Article  8  It  la  provided  ttiftt  W^  re- 
muneration   snail    be    due    froiiT    pStnunS 
whose    lives    are    saved;    hut    there    Is    a 
rider  ,to    the    effect   that    the   provisions 
of  the  national   laws  on  this  sub.1ect  are 
not  to  be  affected  by  the  convention.   It 
Is   also    .stipulated    that    "salvors    of    hu- 
man   life,    who    liave    taken    part    In    the 
jorvlres    r^ndfirpd     on    the    occasion     of 
the    accident    giving    rise    to    salvage   or 
assistance,  are   entitled   to  a   fair   share 
of     the     remuneration     Kward.d     to     the  j 
salvors  of  the  vessel,  her"  cargo,  and  ac- 
cesi=!orles."         This    latter    clause    has    a  | 
somewhat    superfluous    appenrance,     for  | 
anyone    who    takes    n    legitimate    part    In 
salvage   operations    must   necessarily    bo 
entitled   to  a  share  In  the  award  wheth- 
ec  he    salves   human   life   or   not. 

Article  13  reads  as  follows:  "This 
convention  does  not  affect  the  pro- 
vlelonB  of  national  laws  or  Internation- 
al treaties  as  regards  the  organlzatlnf!

or  under  the  control  of  public  authorl- 
tlos.  nor.  In  pMrtlcular,  does  it  affect 
such  laws  o^  treaties  on  the  subject  of 
the  salvage  of  fishing  gear."
